The 
more significant fact is that they rejected 
an alternative bid from the Saskatchewan 
Power Commission — the corporation 
which was set up to acquire and operate | 
power plants in that province as an under- | 
taking of the Provincial Government.

The young Edward was rather a 
disappointment to his father. It is strange how 
some clever men have such stupid children, but the 
fact has got to be admitted that Edward. as he 
grew up, Ss Fay no signs of a robust intelligence. 
Gembling fascinated him: dice being a favorite 
pastime. But he could not even do this well be- 
cause, we read, he had to borrow from the ser- 
vants to y his debts, Tall, handsome, and of 
exceptional bodily strength, his father trained him 
in martial exercises in vain. Edward was an abso- 
lute craven when it came to fighting. His favorite 
companions were men of low origin and vulgar 
tastes. He would play pitch and toss with the usher 
and borrow his losings from the barber Lack of dignity and self respect 
mingled with a facile good-nature common to many weak minds. It is only 
natural that a man of this type should depend on favorites of stron, will- 
power. That, of course, was the history of Edward's downfall. It is some- 
what disappointing that the first Prince of Wales was not a more heroic 
figure, but it is impossible not to feel a certain sympathy for this unlucky 
individual born to a state beyond his abilities, His end at the instigation of 
his wife Isabella and Mortimer was pitiful. After his deposition every in- 
dignity was inflicted upon him. He was denied proper food and clothing, 
prevented from sleeping, crowned with a crown of hay, shaved by the road- 
side with ditch water. Residence over a charne! house failing to bring dis- 
ease, he was, finally, brutally murdered. Possessed of remarkable mechani- 
bt dexterity, had he not been born a king he might have been a first-class 
citizen!

HOW MUCH WATER? 

All of the functioning cells of the body are given a perpetual bath of 
water. About two or two and a half quarts of water are lost and replaced 
by the body every twenty-four hours. The water is thrown out through 
the kidneys, intestines and lungs. The skin alone can lose from one to two 
pounds of water a day. The blood is about 90 per cent 
water, and all of the life processes are dependent on a 
water supply. 

Some of the loss of water is made up by the fluid we 
drink, but as much as one-half may be received from 
the water in food and from various food products 
themselves, since after oxidation water often remains 
as an end product. Even the driest food you can 
think of contains some water. One who lives on large 
quantities of fresh fruits and raw vegetables may 
find that his water intake is completely taken care of

Woman Graduate of 


Unusual Distinction as 
College £ udent 


Some women are constantly turn- 
| ing the hand of time backwards, but 
| there is one woman in Edmonton who 
uite freely admits that she is older 
than many of those about her, for 
Miss C. M. Keir is frankly proud of 
being known as “the oldest woman 
graduate of the University of Al- 
berta.” Miss Keir was graduated with 
her B.A. in 1928. Before entering the 
University this intrepid student had 
followed the teaching profession for 
over thirty-four years in Edmonton, 
| England, and near Edmonton Can- 
a. 


Won Coveted Degree 

Miss Keir’s home was originally near 
Perth in Stirlingshire, Scotland, but 
she received her carly education in 
| Glasgow, academies, later taking her 
|teacher training course at Bishop 
bbe Training College near Lon 
| don, 


monton, England. While there she 
| took courses from St. Andrew's Uni- 
| versity, Scotland, and received her 
L.L.A. This degree, which corres- 
| ponds to our B.A., was only for wo- 
men, and was the first degree granted 
to women by any University in the 
|Old Country, Miss Keir took honors 
in English, taking additional courses 
at Bedford College. 

Miss Keir taught in Engalnd for 
fourteen years, in the vacation travel- 
ling extensively abroad or taking holi- 
day courses at the continental Uni- 
| versities. 

Hearing that there was a shortage 
of teachers in Western Canada she 
came to Edmonton in 1910, taking a 
school near Ryley, where she taught 
for two years, subsequently teaching 
near Elk Isiand Park, and in other 
districts in the province. 

In 1918 she went to British Colum- 
bia where she was the principal at 
Moyie School in the Kootenay for two 
|vears. She still has the beautiful gold 
{watch which was given to her by the 
| Grade VITI class with which she 
worked unceasingly. An application 
{through the ‘Teacher's agency in 


Alberta, when she went up to Fort 
Simpson, teaching for one term. Fol- 
llowing this she taught at Burlington, 
near Formost. 

Oldest Woman In Class 

The L.L.A, degree is not recognized 
by the Alberta standards so, being un- 
able to obtain a position on the High 
School staffs. this ambitious educa- 
tionalist decided to take a course at 
the University of Alberta. She enter- 
jed in the fall of '23, graduating as a 
| Bachelor of Arts in ‘26, the oldest wo- 
|man member of her class. While 50 
j}many of the older generation de- 
| precate the young co-eds, Miss Keir, 
who was closely in touch with them 
| during the University term, has only 
admiration for them, and remembers 
her University days as among the 
happiest in her life. 

Vive years ago she returned to her 
old home in Scotland, but found 
things so changed on account of the 
war that she did not wish to remain 
| tn: tead of the former school friendé 
and pupils to greet her there was a

uld Canada Buy

HE claim of Norway to some of the islands 
in the Canadian Arctic Archipelago has 
revived the possibility that Canada might 

buy the island of Greenland to add to her north- 
ern islands and round out her arctic possessions. 

Norway is making some claim by right of 
discovery, but the modern acceptation of the 
ownership of new lands is that colonization and 
administration confer ownership. 

Norsemen originally discovered Greenland in 
the tenth century, but by the sixteenth century 
had lost it again because the Canadian Eskimos 
crossing from Ellesmere island drove the 
Norsemen out. - 

When Greenland was rediscovered it was 
by English navigators sailing for the king of 
Denmark. Denmark has administered the col- 
ony for severs] hundred years and so her own- 
ership is recognized by right of administration. 

Canada has administered the arctic archi- 
pelago for many years, while no other nation 
has done anything in this direction. Her 
sovereignty over the arctic islands is now 
conceded. 

The proposal to buy Greenland is not only 
based on contiguity, but on population. The 
present population of Greenland consists of 
14,081 Eskimos and 274 Danish officials who 
administer the colony. These Eskimos are the 
direct descendants of the Eskimos who origin- 
ated in the Barren Lands south of Coronation 
gulf and migrated northeastward to Greenland 

Canadian Eskimos not only peopled Green 
land, but Alaska, so that there are to-day more 
Eskimos in Greenland and Alaska than in the 
Canadian arctic islands or the mainland. 
Canada lost Alaska beyond hope of recovery, but 
there would be a possibility of getting Green- 
land. 

The matter has never been discussed betweer 
Canada and Denmark, but the friendliest feeling 
exists between the two countries. The tie that 
binds Greenland to Denmark is purely one of 
sentiment, the island being Denmark’s one and 
mly colony. 

The trade of Greenland is very small. It ts 
a Danish monopoly, for the island is admin- 
istered by the Royal Greenland Board of Trade. 
founded in 1774. The exports from Greenland 
to Denmark in 1926 were $130,550 and the 
imports from Denmark less than a quarter 
a million. 


Neither trade nor emigration reasons bind 
Greenland to Denmark, so that the mother 
country might be disposed to sell a colony which 
is so far away, is expensive to administer and 
whose population is entirely alien and un ] 
able. 

Denmark can never use Greenland as most 
nations do their colonies: to absorb her surplus 
population. The island has an area of 740,000 
square miles, but 713,850 square miles of this is 
the massy gigantic ice cap of the interior. The 
habitable area is about 46,000 square miles 
There are no mines nor forests, not even water- 
powers, end very little arable land; none of the

Denmark has closed all Greenland ports t 
the world’s shipping in order to protect the 
natives from disease and from liquor. Canada 
keeps the same guard over her arctic lerritory. 


The R. C. M. P. could police Greenland as they 
do Baffin island, Ellesmere island and the other 
territories across Baffin bay from Greenland. 

Every year the Canadian government expedi- 
tion ship, Beothie, calls at Greenland ports on 
her way north, always by special permission of 
the Danish government. Cvery year the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police engage a number of 
arctic island Eskimos as guides in their far 
north patrols. These polar Eskimos are well 
acquainted with the eastern areas of the Can- 
adian arctic archipelago. 


Greenland Part of This Continent 


HIS very knowledge and the close association 
between Greenland and the Canadian east- 
islands lends coler to the belief that

government. The Greenland Eskimos are close

The island rises as an immense plateau be- 
tween huge ocean basins, with the Polar 
sea to the north, the Greenland sea cast, the 
Atlantic south and Baffin bay west. Canada’s 
mainland runs up to Coronation gulf and the 
Gulf of Boothia, Fox channel and Hudson 
straits, East of these lies Greenland. 


Geologically Greenland’s formations are 
closely akin to those of Ellesmere and Grinnell 
islands, being part of the large Canadian 
archean massive. It is attached to Canada’s 
arctic archipelago by way of a submarine ridge 
and the marine areas which divide it from 
Canada are very shallow. 

At present the Eskimos of the arctic are 
iving under three governments: Canada on the 
mainland, Denmark in Greenland and the United 
States in Alaska. The Alaskan Eskimos have 
degenerated somewhat from the original race 
having taken on weird manners and customs

Greenland has doubled under Danish rule. 
Eskimos can never live as white people live and 
they can never be assimilated. White people's 
food deteriorates the race. 

After the great war it was recognized among 
the great powers that seif-determination was the 
right of all neoples and that wherever possible 
a divided race should be reunited. This was done 

n the case of Poland and other European races. 
The Eskimos are a divided race. If Canada 
ould buy Greenland they would be reunited. 

The attention of the world is just now focus- 
sed on the arctic by reason of the foreshortening 
{ its geography by the use.of aeroplanes. The 
first time the arctic sprang into the limelight 
was on the disappearance of Sir John Franklin 
and his 126 men in their ships, tne Erebus and 
Terror. 

Histoty repeats itself when the eyes of the 
world leok north again because of the disanpear- 
ance and later recovery of Colonel MacAlpine 
and his seven men in their two aeroplanes. By 
@ strange coincidence MacAl!lpine’s men were lost 
within a hundred miles of the place the Erebus 
and Terror disappeared and Franklin perished 


Greenland is a strange country and there is 
very little gen knowledge of it. The terrific 
icecap which overwhelms the interior in per- 
petua! oblivion is a scientific mystery—a relic 


{ the ice ege. This ice forms &5 per cent. of 
ireenland. 

At times the ice barrier reaches right to the 
sea, where it breaks off in a towering, per- 


pendicular wall. Some of it is glacial ice which 
moves seaward and breaks off into gigantic ice- 
bergs. In other places there is a gradual slop« 
with area of flat land between the ice and the 
sea. In the north it continues off in the eterna 
ice of the polar seas. 


Island Has Curious History 


| T is known that in the middle ages the climat 
of Greenland was milder than it is now 

The cycle of time may bring a similar chang: 

and alter the history of Greenland once more. 

The icecap itself is for the most part an un 
known area. It has been crossed in different 
places ten times. Nansen crossed from Umivik 
to Godthaab in 1888 and Quervain crossed « 
little farther north from Ritenbenk to Angmags- 
alik in 1912. Koch crossed between Epernivik 
and Danmark Harbor in 1913 and later crossed 
the northern icecap twice. Peary crossed twia@ 
in 1892 and once in 1895. Knud Rasmussen 
‘rossed in 1912 and 1917. 

The greater part of the icecup is at a height 
nf 500 metres above sea level. There are two 
eentres of glaciation or peaks rising to nearly @ 
mile high above the sea level. 

Scientiste believe this enormous icecap was 
originally a formation of great heights arising 
out of the higher mountain regions. These 
heights increased in size and in the form of 
glaciers extended into the valleys until these 
were filled with ice. The isolated peaks thur 
gtew together into a few larger ones, which 
finally merged into a single continuous ice field 
which eontinucusly spread and grew as tim 
went on. 

The thickness of this vast mass of ice varie: 
but it is now in the main stationary, One scien 
tist believes the ice formed in the rivers, dam- 
med the water until it rose and flowed over the

The process being repeated interminably 
brought about the ice p. 

Greenland has a curious history, dating back 
a thousand years, its discovery antedating that 
of Canada by a few years. Canada was dis- 
covered by a Greenlander, as the first Norse 
settlers in Greenland were called. 

In the year 995 a quarrelsome swashbuckler 
and his red-headed son were exiled from Nor- 
way “because of manslaughter.” 

They took ship and sailed westward, 
coming at long last to Iceland. Here Thorvald 
Asvaldsson settled down with his son, Erik the 
Red. 

The family had not been long in Iceland 
nefore the red-headed ruffian proved himself a 
chip off the old battleaxe, ‘le was outlawed in 
Iceland for participation in a series of murder- 
ous affrays. 

Following his father’s cxample, Erik the Red 
took ship and sailed westward. He came to # 
vast country whose forbidding shore was backed 
by a gigantic wall of ice, stretching farther 
than the eye coulj reach or man could travel 

Erik the Red was a shrewd, cunning anu 
unscrupulous Viking. Norway and Iceland had 
cast him out, but he had no intention of living 
alone in the barren land which was his only 
haven. He went back to Iceland to induce some 
om his adventurous countrymen to come an 
pettle in the new land he had discovered. 

As a sly piece of propaganda Erik called the 
new country “Groenaland,” the Green Land 
Erik was the first real catate agent to use the 
mperlative as a selling argument, It worked 

Twenty-five ships set sail wilh Erik for 
ireenland, Foul weather and weak knees ac 
tounted for some of the ships which were los’ 
or returned to Iceland, Only fourteen reache: 
Greenland. 

There were 900 people in the settlemen' 
including Erik's sons, Thorstein and Leif. 1) 
999 Leif Ericsson sailed on a visit to the land 
of his fathers, Norway. While there the king 
Olaf Tryggvason, persuaded him to accep 
Jhristianity, 

Back in Icelard Lief converted his mothe: 
who built the first church in Greenland. Whe 
history became dim in Greenland it was th 
record of the bishops of Greenland which tol 
the only tale of the existence of the Norse coi 
onies there, p 

Lief again visited Norway, but on the return 
journey ¥as carried westward off his course by 
fierce gales. Thus he came to'another country,

which by reason of the wild grapes he found 
there he christened Vineland. He returned to 
Greenland without exploring his discovery. 


Discovered by English Navigators 

HORSTEIN, his brother, then sought the new 

land. but was driven back by fierce storms 
and died soon afterwards. A distinguished Ice- 
lander, Thorfinn Karlsefni, married Thorstein’s 
widow, Gudrid, and took up the search for Vine- 
land. It was Karlsefni who reached and ex- 
plored Vineland (Nova Scotia and Cape Breton), 
Helluland (Labrador) and Markland (New- 
foundland). Karlsefni is also reported to have 
sailed up the St. Lawrence. Gudrid gave birth 
to a son during the expedition, the first white 
child to be born on this continent. 

Thus from the very earliest days Greenland 
and the country whieh is now Canada have been 
associated, There was a story that Lief settled 
in Vineland and that his colony was gradually 
wiped out by the natives. Karlsefni and his men 
however recorded their opinions that no colony 
could thrive in Vineland on account of the 
danger from the Eskimos, which they called 
Skraclings. From this it appears that the 
Eskimos which now never come south of the 
Barren Lands did inhabit the lower parts of 
Canada in that early day. 

The Norse colony in Greenland had up to 
that time seen nothing of the Skraelings, Erik 
the Red had found traces of their habitations, 
but never saw them, History fades for a time 
and little is known as ‘o what went on in 
Greenland and how fared the Greenlanders. New 
settlements came into being and an althing or 
parliament was established. There was also a 
law court, whose faint records deal! chiefly with 
outlaws, thus reflecting the wild life of the time 
and the fierce tradition of Erik the Red. The 
red-headed old sinner passed away fighting the 
new faith, but his wife and his son embraced it 
ind fostered its spread in Greenland. 

By the year 1500 communication had been 
ost with Greenland and it seems certain that the 
skraclings in their successive migrations from 
Ellesmere island and down the Greenland coasts 
waged fierce warfare on the Norsemen until a! 
last they were wiped out and the Eskimo: 
remained for many years in undisturber 
possession, 

In the 16th century the Danish kings, imbuc 
vith the tradition of Greenland, sent their sec 
men to re-discover the island, but all failec 
King Frederick U1, offered an English pilot ¢ 
pension for life, free lodging in Copenhagen anc 
great gifts if he would find Greenland. He 
engaged other English pilots. 

It was left to the great English navigator, 


Arctic Highland Eskimos, direct kin ta 
the South Greenlanders and to the Cana- 
dian Eskimos. At LEFT is seen a Green- 
land Eskimo family. Their ancestors lived 
in Canada before the dawn of Canadian 
histury, and crossed over the migratory 
waves to Greenland. 


Sir Martin Frobisher to find Greenland in 1576, 
He made a Jater voyage and landea in 1578, 
taking possession in the name of the Queen of 
England. 

Frobisher’s exploits stirred King Frederick 
so that he engaged James Allday, a Scotsman, 
to find Greenland for him. Allday made several 
attempts but failed. 

About this time Frobisher visited Denmark 
with an English embassy It is reported that 
“the king was so impressed oy the accounts of 
the great arctic traveler, his noble character 
and natural intelligence that he applied for the 
conse’; of Queen Elizabeth to let Frobisher 
enter his service.” 

Elizabeth's answer is not recorded. Poss.vly 
it was unprirtable. Frobisher did not go to Den- 
mark and the king sought the aid of men of 
other nationalities. 

It seemed fated that none but the English 
should fall heir to the Norte heritage. King 
Christian IV. sent many men to Greenland, but 
all failed save the English navigators 

Another Englishman, John Davis, found 
Greenland next. He made habit of finding the 
mysterious island—he |. nded there so often. He 
actually traded with the Eskimos and picked up 
about forty words of their language. Dutch and 
Danish navigators were in the meantime engag- 
ed by the Danish king and none could get to 
Greenland. 

The final expedition which gave Greenland 
to Denmark was that of James Hall, an Eng- 
lishman; James Cunninghain, a Scot, and Count 
Lindenow, a Danish nobleman, who in three 
ships set out together for the king of Denmark. 
They found and explored Greenland, though 
Li-denow was arful and besought Hall to give 
him a chart £0 he could find his way home if 
they got separated. Hall gave him the char’ 
and the treacherous Dane turned tail and 
returned to Denmark. He published all that 
Hall and Cunningham had Ciscoverec and was 
hailed as a hero, while al. unknowing the 
Britishers were carrying on their explorations 
and took possession of the country in the name 
of the king of Denma:k. They then returned to 
Denmark, to find L*~denow had robbed them of 
their laurels. “ 

In subsequent years many expeditions went 
to Greenland and there was much dispute as to 
owr rship. Hall’s own voyages are a romance in 
themselves, ar? he finally died up there amid 
the snow and Greenland ultimately became 
recognized as a Danish possession and has £0 
remained ever since, though Denmark owes her 
colony to the skill, intrepidity and integrity of 
English navigators. ss
